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tries voluntarily cut back con- 
sumption, the oil prices would 
soar and cause setbacks to their 
economies. 

“ Then, oil consumption would 
be decreased not by the will of the 
consuming countries, but by the 
recession itself. It will not be 
wholesome to face such a situa- 
tion, ” he added. 

Yamani also said consuming 
countries risked seeing oil supplies 
suspended in the future “ unless 
Palestinian brothers eventually 
returned to their homeland. 

“ It must be understood this 
problem can never be left unsol- 
ved, ” he said. 

Earlier Friday the head of the 
world’s largest multi- national oil 
company said that oil supplies 
have been three to four per cent 
below the normal demand for pet- 
roleum products so far this year. 

Exxon Corporation chairman 
Clifton Garvin said this meant a 
shortage of 1.5 to two million bar- 
rels a day, not enough to trigger 
“ panic measures such as the 
emergency oil-sharing program 
prepared by IEA.” 

But he said that in the longer 
term, the U.S. commitment to cut 
consumption by five per cent this 
year should be followed by a 
farther five per cent next year. 

Garvin also called for talks bet- 
ween OPEC and oil-consuming 
nations. 

The world must convince the oil 
producers by results that it is tak- 
ing definite steps to restrain 
demand and diversify sources, he 
added. 

In another development U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Michael 
BlumenthaJ said he ha^^isejr-sed 
world energy problems with Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
Friday to prepare for foe Tokyo 
summit later this month of major 
Western industrialized countries. 

Biumenthal told reporters he 
stressed in his 40-minute meeting 
with the president the need for 
maximum cooperation to balance 
supply and demand for energy. 

But he said the five-doilar beat- 
ing oil import subsidy imposed by 
the U.S. was not discussed. West- 
ern European nations have 
attacked the subsidy and said it 
would channel oil away from 
them.

Iran renews claim to Bahrain 


TEHRAN, June 16 (Agencies) 
— An Iranian religious leader has 
renewed Iran’s claim to Bahrain, 
as the governor of Khuzestan pro- 
vince claimed Saturday that Iraq 
was recruiting mercenaries to stir 
up trouble in Iran. 

Ayatollah Sadeq Rouhani, one 
of Iran's leading religious and 
revolutionary leaders, was quoted 
Saturday by the local press as say- 
ing that “Bahrain remains Iran’s 
14th province until its position is 
clarified by the next Iranian parli- 
ament.” 

Rouhani told a press conference 
in the holy city of Qom Friday 
night that the Iranian parliament 
that relinquished Iran's claim to 
Bahrain in 1970 was “an illegal 
body like other former parlia- 
ments” under the S hah. 

Rear admiral Ahmad Madam, 
the governor of Khuzestan alleged 
that Iraq, using money supplied by 
the ousted Shah, was recruiting 
mercenaries to stir up trouble on 
Iranian territory. 

Meanwhile, the newspaper 
Bamdad reported that the Iranian 
armed forces had been put on alert 
following two reported Iraqi air 
raids against Iran in less than two 
weeks. But the paper rave no 
details. 

Madam, who also heads the 
Iranian navy, said in an interview 
with the “Tehran Times” news- 
paper that the "mercenaries” 
were being paid from $4 30 to $5 70 
per month. The interview did not 
elaborate on the alleged merce- 


nary program. 

Madani also said there were no 
current plans for active retaliation 
against reported air raids by Iraqi 
warplanes. Iranian authorities 
reported a raid June 4 in which 
seven people were killed and 
another on Thursday in which no 
injuries were reported. 

“We've carefully avoided 
transgressing against Iraqi air 
space” Madani said. “We have 
also not returned Iraqi fire so as to 
de-escalate tension on the fron- 
tiers of the two countries.'’ 

Iranian government spokesman 
Abbas Amir-Entezam warned 
Thursday, however, before the 
latest alleged attack, that further 
air strikes would be dealt with by 
‘‘stronger steps.” 

Meanwhile, a Kuwari news- 
paper Saturday attacked the 
renewed claim to Bahrain and said 
that “those who- think due: die 
imperial mentality and racial out- 
look on the Gulf Gave died with 
the Shah, commit a serious mis- 
take." 

“AJ-Anbaa” warned that, if 
Iran pressed its claim, Arab states 
would challenge Iran’s 
sovereignty over Khuzestan. 

“We have not been astonished 
by the reaction of the new Iranian 
rulers to the demands of Arabs for 


a minimum nffnwlnm Mnrl ftignh y 

and for a slight share of their 
wealth. So now we hear voices 
abrogating the agreement that 
gave Bahrain its independence ” 
“AJ-Anbaa” said. 

“If Rouhani refuses to recog- 
nize the Arab stamp of Bahrain 
and the agreement leading up to 
this result, he must know that mil- 
lions of Arabs are convinced that 
antique agreements under which 
the British and the Turks annexed 
Arabistan (Khuzestan) to Iran 
should be revised. 

“Bahrain's Arabism is beyond 
doubt and who questions this fact 
will find his hand cut off and that 
the Arabs are up to the chal- 
lenge,” the newspaper added. 

In a separate development 
Ayatollah Khomeini said in a 
speech broadcast Saturday that 
Iran’s mew constitution must be 
• “proved •; quickly by • a small 
assembly, rather than by a large, 
constitutional convention that 
“Westernized intellectuals" have 
favored. . 

In a sharp speech in which he 
lumped the " Westernized intellec- 
tuals" together with “mercenaries 
and those who want to bring back 
the old regime,” the revolutionary 
leader said protracted discussion 
of the country’s problems is 
dangerous at the present time. 


Assad , Bakr open 
talks on merger 
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BAGHDAD, June 16 (Agen- 
cies) — Hie presidents of Syria 
and Iraq opened talks here Satur- 
day on merging their countries to 
form one state with a population 
of some 20 million and 450,000 — 
strong forces. 

The meeting between Presi- 
dents Hafez Assad of Syria and 
Iraq’s Ahma d Hassan Baler stem- 
med from an agreement between 
the two governments last October 
to end more than a decade of hos- 
tility and bring about union. 

Despite the failure of previous 
unions in the Arab world, officials 
in Damascus and Baghdad ■ ppear 
convinced that last October’s 
Syrian- Iraqi “national charter for 
joint action” will succeed where 
other alliances foiled. 

The official Iraqi News Agency 
(IN A), quoted Assad as saying 
Iraq and Syria were determined to 
achieve unity. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam said earlier this 
month that the Baghdad meeting 
would approve a constitutional 
move to merge Iraq (population: 
11.5 million) and Syria (popula- 
tion: 8.03 million). Their com- 
bined armed forces total about 
450,000 men. 

The October agreement has had 
a number of tangible results, 
including the reopening of the 


border and the resumption of ofl 
supplies through a pipeline from 
Iraq’s northern ofl folds to the 
Syrian port of Baxrias. 

Cooperation in a variety of 
fields on government level is 
reported progressing well. But 
there has been no serious move so 
far towards uniting the rival wings 
of the Baath Party which rule Iraq 
and Syria. The party feud was at 
the root of the Syrian-Iraqi con- 
flict. 

The Baghdad talks came against 
a background of growing tension 
between Iraq and its eastern 
neighbor, Iran. A series of border 
incidents has led to an acrimoni- 
ous war of words between the two 
countries. 

The international edition of the 
Beirut daily “An Nahar” said 
Saturday that Assad was expected 
to mediate in foe Iraqi- Iranian 
dispute. 

Travellers to Beirut from the 
Iraq capital Saturday reported 
that security had been tightened 
over foe past few days, apparently 
as a precaution against demonst- 
rations in protest against foe 
reported arrest of a Shite-leader In 
southern Iraq. 

The travellers said that troops 
were guarding major intersections 
and important buildings through- ‘ 
out Baghdad. 
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Carter, Brezhnev agree 
on improving relations 


VIENNA, June 16 (Agencies) 
— President Carter and Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev agreed 
Saturday that everything possible 
must be done to improve Soviet- 
American relations and head off a 
nuclear wax. 

“God will not forgive us if we 
fail," tbe72-year-old Soviet presi- 
dent told Carter at the first formal 
session of their summit, held in foe 
U.S. embassy Saturday morning. 

Brezhnev’s remark, reported by 
U.S. officials present at the meet- 
ing, started off a 90-minute dis- 
cussion marked by policy differ- 
ences as well as pledges of cooper- 
ation wherever possible. 

The Soviet leader made the 
remark as he and Carter walked 
through an embassy reception 
room into the conference 
chamber. 

Carter wrote Brezhnev's 
remark down at foe top of a page 
of hand-written notes. Reporters 
.who saw it before foe formal talks 
began thought thai foe U.S. leader 
intended to inject a religious note 
into the proceedings. 

Carter and Brezhnev spoke 
from prepared statements but fre- 
quently departed from their texts. 
Officials said each interrupted the 
other at times with serious com- 
ments and also light banter. 

The two leaders stressed foe 
need to reach common under- 
standings wherever possible and 
the importance of dose consulta- 
tions between foe U.S. and Soviet 
governments so to reduce mis- 
understandings that could have 
“disastrous results." 

Both Carter and Brezhnev 
stressed foe importance to world 
peace of the new Strategic Aims 
limitation Treaty (SALT- II), 
which they will sign at foe conclu- 
sion of the summit Monday. 

In what' officials said were 
remarkably similar statements, 
the two leaders said in effect that 
•‘one miscalculation, just one nnc- 
lear explosion, would be foe final 
miscalculation and catastrophy.” 

Both agreed that more arms 
control accords building on 
SALT-n would continue to be the 
centrepiece of relations between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. 

U.S. officials said foe state- 
ments contained no surprises as 
each leader pointed to Soviet- 
American differences around foe 
world as well as the need for 
actions to reduce tensions and 
broaden East- West detente. 

In calling for renewed mutual 
efforts on behalf of friendship and 
peace. Carter told Brezhnev: “ We 
have never been at war with one 
another.” 

The Soviet leader replied: 
“That is correct, and we have been 
allies’’ — during World War n. 

U.S. officials said the atmos- 
phere at the meeting was far more 
relaxed and informal than they 


had expected, even when Carter 
and Brezhnev were explaining 
policies and actions that worried 
foe other. 

Officials said some differences 
were over “regional turbulence” 
— _ presumably a reference to the 
Middle East, where foe Soviet 
Union backs radical Arabs, -and 
to Moscow's support for 
revolutionary movements in 
southern Africa and elsewhere. 

Brezhnev at one point spoke 
about “inevitable change, and the 
struggle for freedom and libera- 
tion." 

Carter agreed that change was 
inevitable but — seemingly stres- 
sing his criticisms of Soviet and 
Cuban military activities in Africa 
— said that restraint must be 
shown. 

Carter and Brezhnev disagreed 
sharply over estimates their gov- 
ernments were making about 
spending on defense. Each said 
foe other was putting more into 


defense than they were admitting. 

The .opening summit session 
ended 30 minutes earlier than 
expected but after Carter and 
Brezhnev left foe embassy the dis- 
cussions were continued by U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko for another 20 
minutes. 

Brezhnev, whose health 
appeared to have unproved after 
months of problems, stumbled 
slightly as he was about to enter 
his car for foe journey from the 
Soviet embassy to foe conference 
site. 

None of foe four formal meet- 
ings held Saturday and arranged 
for Sunday was longer than two 
hours, apparently to conserve his 
energy. 

Brezhnev has been suffering for 
about five years from undisclosed 
ailments which have made him 
unsteady and slurred his speech. . 


Former Ghana ruler 
executed as corrupt 


ACCRA, June 16 (R) — 
Ghana's former head of state, 
Gen. Ignatius Acheampong, was 
executed by firing squad early 
Saturday after being convicted of 
squandering government funds. 

He stood trial before a 
revolutionary court set up by a 
group of junior officers who seized 
power in a coup 12 days ago. 

Another officer, lieut. Gen. 
E.K. Utuka, former commander 
of the Border Guards, was found 
guilty of the same charges and 
executed with him. 

The coup, led by Flight 
Lieutenant Jerry Rawlings who 
now heads foe ruling Armed 
Forces Revolutionary Council, 
overthrew Acheampong’ s succes- 
sor, Gen. Fred Akuffio. He is in 
custody and may also be tried. 

Accra Radio said Acheampong 
and Utuka were convicted “on 
charges of using their positions to 
amass wealth while in office and 
recklessly dissipating state funds 
to the detriment of the country.” 


The executions were carried out 
at an army firing range about six 
kilometers from the center of 
Accra. 

Acheampong, 47, overthrown 
last July after six and a half years 
in power, s mile d and waved a 
white Handke rchief to watching 
reporters as he was driven off to 
his death. 

He and Utuka, 42, both had red 
hoods drawn over their heads 
before being shot 

On foe eve of the executions the 
Revolutionary Council had 
announced that corruption cases 
against former officials were being 
heard by a special court, and those 
found guilty would be sentenced* 
to death immediately. 

On Monday, Ghanaians are due 
to vote in elections for a civilian - 
govemmet which the Revolutio- 
nary Council has promised will 
take over Oct 1. The change of 
power will end seven years of 
military rule.

American Jewish leaders 
attack settlement policy 


TEL AVTV, June 16 (AP) — 
Sixty two American Jewish per- 
sonalities have sent a telegram to 
Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
protesting Israeli settlement pol- 
icy, Israel radio reported Friday- 
night. 

The American Jews, including 
conductor Leonard Bernstein and 
novelist Saul Bellow, said that 
they could not explain Israel's pol- 
icy of settlement in the occupied 
territories, even though they are 
friends of Israel* 

■ Earlier Friday, Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadm returned 
from a six-day visit to Egypt and 
criticized remarks made by Begin 
in support of continued settlement 
in the occupied territories. 

Meanwhile Egyptian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali, made plain Friday he was 
hopeful that what he called a 
“very wide gap” between Egypt s 
and Israel's position on foe future 
of foe Palestinians .will eventually 
be overcome. 

He said that while “rejectionist ! 
elements” in both Israel and Arab ( 
countries continued to ibe negative 
factors, hopes for reaching an ulti- 
mate solution were fueled by the ' 
United States' acceptance of a role 
of “full partner’’ in foe autonomy 
talks and by a"transformation" in 
Israeli public opinion influencing 
the govemmenf s attitude. 

Egypt, he said, holds that foe 
Americans have an “extremely , 
important role” to play in foe talks 


while Israel would like to reduce 
that role. 

Speaking to reporters during a 
several-day stay in Geneva, the 
minister denounced the Israeli 
West Bank settlements as illegal 
but said they were a" weapon used 
chiefly for internal reasons” by the 
Israelis and had a “symbolic 
rather than a real value." 

He said European nations could 
help pave a way to a solution by 
aiding Palestinians materially and 
politically. He raid preparations 
for assisting a future autonomous 
government should begin now. He 
also proposed that European par- 
liamentary groups should visit the 
occupied territories to check into 
ranHitift wg of the Palestinians liv- 
ing under Isralei occupation.

MANAGUA, June 16 (R) — 
Unconfirmed reports Friday said 
that left-wing Sandinista guerrillas 
opposed to President Anastasio 


Somoza had finally gained control 
of the key city of Leon after a 
gruelling four-day battle. 

The reports said the National 


Guard co mm and post, which had 
been holding out against guerrilla 
assaults, had finally fallen. For the 
past four days air force planes had 
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bombed and strafed guerrilla 
forces as they tried to force their 
way into the post 

Leon is the country’s second 
city, and lies about 90 kilometers

In the capital the guerrillas were 
fi ghting to maintain their hold in 
the shim areas despite a tank and 
artillery- backed drive by govern- 
ment troops to get them out. 

The guerrillas, who have said 
they are making a final push to 
overthrow President Somoza, 
have been controlling the slum 
areas of Managua with govern- 
ment troops holding the city 
center.

Bombs hit Corsica, Paris 
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PARIS, June 16 (R) — Bom- 
bers struck in Corsica and Paris 
during Friday night, two days after 
a group of 21 Corsican separatists 
went on trial before France’s state 
security court accused of a series 
of such attacks. 

Fifteen bombs exploded in 
towns across the island, aimed 
mainly at administrative build- 
ings. 

A blast badly damaged a local 
government building in southern 
Paris. 

The explosions caused no 
casualties. 

An anonymous caller saying he 
represented the Corsican National 
Libeatiou Front (FLNC) tele- 
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phoned a news agency office here 
to claim responsibility for the 
Paris blast. 

No oue has.yet claimed respon- 
sibility for the explosions in Cor- 
sica. 

Tbfc attacks came in an apparent 
show of strength by the FLNC in 
the face of a police crackdown on 
the organization culminating in 
the present trial. 

Just over two weeks ago the 
FLNC carried out 21 bombings in 
one night in Paris. 

The Paris explosion early 
Saturday occurred in the 15 th dis- 
trict Explosives experts were able 
to defuse a suitcase bomb at a post 
office in the same district after an 
anonymous telephone warning. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (R) 
— The South African minister for 
black affairs has promised baric 
reforms in his country’s treatment 
of its black majority, but the prin- 
ciples of separate development 
would continue. 

Pieter Koomhof. minis ter for 
cooperation and development, 
said the commitment to change 
was deeply rooted in South Africa 
where equality for all. people 
before the law and equal oppor- 
tunity was well on the way. 

“Apartheid as you know it ... is 
dying in South Africa. We want it 
to be dead for evermore,” he told 
a national Press Club lunch. 

But any changes would be 
wi thin the policy of developing 
separate states for its different 
national groups which, be hoped, 
would eventually become a fuQ 
commonwealth or confederation 
of nations. 

Koomhof. who took over his 
post nine months ago, said “most 
of us South Africans accept we 
need basic reforms, deep reforms, 
not because of pressures from out- 
side but because we believe it is 
the correct and right thing to do.” 

But in Dar Es Salaam Saturday, 
South Africa's banned African 
National Congress called for a 
general strike throughout South 


Africa on Monday to commemo- 
rate the third anniversary of the 
Soweto uprising. 

A statement said the strike 
would remind the South African 
regime that “the wheels of indus- 
try and commerce cannot turn 
without the country’s blade labor 
force” 

The ANC said the strike would 
i have a serious effect since over 70 
per cent of the country's 


economically- active labor force 
was black. 

Riots in the huge Soweto town- 
ship outside Johannesburg that 
began on Jane 16, 1976 led to the 
death of more than 500 blacks, 
many killed by police bullets. 

Also Monday, a verdict is 
scheduled in the trial of 18 blades 
accused oftrying to revive the dis- 
sident Pan- African Congress.

She was the first white woman kidnapped by guerrillas.

But dip- 
lomats believe Anchouey would 
not resume the talks here unless 
he was confident of success.

“Zambia desperately needs to 
open up (its border with Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia),*’ a foreign 
affairs specialist in South Africa 
said. “The Commonwealth con- 
ference is coming up (in August), 
and their food supplies are criti- 
•cally short. They are virtually 
going to starve unless they get 


maize. 

But Zambia harbors black guer- 
rillas determined to overthrow the 
new government in Salisbury. 
And President Kenneth Kaunda 
has called on the rest of the world 
to refrain from recognizing Prime 
Minister Bishop Abel Muzorewa’s 
“flJegaJ” administration and urged 
the West not to lift sanctions 
against the breakaway British col- 
ony.

NEW YORK, June 16 ( AP) — 
The administration of President 
Carter may violently disagree, but 
many Wall Street analysts are 
convinced that a recession is at 
hand. 

Most of the debate focuses not 
on whether a slowdown will occur, 
but on how extensive it wOl be and 
how it will affect the stock market. 

“Within the last three months, 
more and more investors have 
begun to accept the recession 
scenario,” said Frank Mastrapas- 
qua, an analyst at L.F.Rothschild, 
Unterberg, Towbin. 

“They are now beginning to ask 
‘bow severe’ and what the implica- 
tions are for corporate profitabil- 
ity” 

Although it argues that the jury 
is still out on the recession ques- 
tion, Standard and Poor's Corp. 
acknowledged recently, “Many 
economists are predicting a reces- 
sion. Some believe we have 
already entered into one. 

In the past week the Dow Jones 
average rose 8.15 to 84330 on top 
of a 13.94 point gain the we*lc 
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before. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index climbed .43 to 
57.85, and the American Stock 
Exchange market value index 
gained 2.91 to a record high of 
197.19. 

Big board volume averaged

The generally accepted expla- 
nation for the market's strength 
has been that investors have 
already bad many months of 
advance warning to into 

account the prospect of a decline 
in business, activity. 

' ~Bm has themarket really com- 
pleted the process of adjusting for 
a full-scale business slump, and 
the accompanying disappoint- 
ments in corporate earnings? 

A study of the past six reces- 
sions by Standard and Poor’s 
showed that stock prices didn't 
bottom out, on average, until six 
months after the economic slump 
began. The interval ranged from 
two months in 1957-58 to 11 
months in 1973-74.

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GULF STABILITY 


Since the downfall of the Iraqi monarchy on July 14, 1958, 
mistrust and open hostility have been the norm in relations 
between Baghdad and Tehran. A short respite came in 1975 
when the Shah, prodded by Washington, made peace with his 
neighbors and abandoned his support for the Kurdish rebel- 
lion against Baghdad by withholding weapons and financial 
assistance to the autonomy seeking Kurds. 

The February revolution in Iran, however, seems to have 
brought this modus vivendi to an end reviving the old hostility 
and antagonism which neither Iran, Iraq, or the Arabs for 
that matter, can afford. In principle, the Shah' s ouster and the 
accession to power of Ayatollah Khomeini must have brought 
friendship and cooperation, considering that the Ayatollah 
had spent over 14 years in Iraq as a guest and under the 
protection of the Iraqi authorities. But the pressure applied by 
an Iraqi government anxious to avoid a confrontation with the 
Shah on Khomeini to tone down his bitter attacks on the 
monarch has" left greater bitterness in the revolutionary 
leader than the situation warrants. Such bitterness, while 
understandable, must not wipe out all the goodwill and the 
friendship between the former allies. Cynics argue that Bagh- 
dad bet on the wrong horse in the race for power in Iran, but 
that is hardly the case. In fairness to Iraq, the government 
could ill afford to antagonize a strong neighbor when it still 
had the Kurdish problem to deal with, and any open encour- 
agement' to the Ayatollah would have been a great gamble. 

In dealing with Iraq, Iran must look at its neighbor as. a 
friend despite the “mistake” which cannot act as a yardstick 
for Iraqi sentiments towards Iran. 

The Iranian revolution can and does represent the first real 
opportunity for a true and lasting friendship with Iraq and the 
rest of the Arab world. But threats of exporting this revolution 
to Iraq, and the revival of the Iranian claim to Bahrain, will 
only bring back the old anxieties. 

This region has been long beset by conflicts and intrigue 
that have hampered its development and its rise to modem 
statehood, and only sincere efforts by all its countries to sweep 
aside the residues of the colonial era can free it from its 
inhibitions and fears. 

The history and fate of all countries in the region are inextr- 
icably linked, and consequently, no party or group can afford 
to ignore the wisdom of cooperation — not confrontation — if 
the Gulf area is to attain its goals and aspirations. It can be 
argued that the past has not been very kind to advocates of 
cooperation, but it is not too late to make a fresh start. 

It is hoped that better judgement and wisdom by Iraq, Iran 
and other countries in the region will prevail to check the 
growing danger before it throws the area back into the gloom 
we would all like to forget. 


“In order that world opinion 
may not label -ns as people of 
words without substance, the 
Arabs must take concrete actions 
to prove they are serious," said

Neutrality showcase

VIENNA — 

The Carter- Brezhnev meeting is Austria's latest showcase for a 
postwar political neutrality practiced among images of the Alps, the 
Vienna woods and the blue Danube. 

“ We have no right nor do we wish a right to influence your talks in 
any way ;*’ Austrian President Rudolf Kirchschlaeger said modestly 
to President Carter as he arrived Thursday. 

Kirchschlaeger' s remarks were made in the name of a country that 
at the turn of the century was ruler of an empire of 53 million people, 
a vast pan-European territory with no fewer than 10 differnet lan- 
guages. 

Now a small central European nation of 7.5 million, surrounded by 
West Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia and Italy, 
Austria is the only non-Commtmist survivor of the once-migbtiy 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

“The main aim of Austria's foreign policy is to maintain and 
strengthen the country's independence on all sides, 7 ' says an official 
description of Austrian affairs. 

But for the first 10 years after its defeat with Nazi Germany in 
World War U. much of Austria's political energy went into ridding 
itself of Soviet, American, French and British occupation forces. 

Soviet resistance was finally overcome in 1955 by, among other 
things, promises to pay $ 152 million in compensation and to set up 
the political neutrality now practiced by the Vienna government. The 
occupiers withdrew and Austria became the only nation from which 
Soviet occupation troops have withdrawn. 

In return, Austrians agreed never to remove a large Soviet war 
memorial the Russians erected near downtown Vienna. The only 
such memorial anywhere in Austria and a companion to similar 
monuments in Soviet bloc capitals, the edifice was cleaned shortly 
before the start of this weekend s summit. 

Austria's army now consists of only 40,000 men. One joke says 
that its size is limi ted by the number of uniforms. Austrian politicians ■ 
this year debated whether the army could acquire anti-aircraft rock- 
ets without endangering the nation's neutrality. 

Once the possessor of an imperial fleet, landlocked Austria’ a mod- 
em navy consists of little more than two patrol boats on the Danube 
river. 

Socialist Bruno Kriesky, one of the negotiators during liberation 
talks in Moscow in 1955, has been chancellor of Austria since 1970. 
His nine years in office, marked by active efforts to defuse crises in 
the Middle East and elsewhere, are the longest chancellorship in 
Austrian history. 

Austrian newspapers have been decorating their accounts of the 
summit with inserts describing the nation's capital as “world center 
Vienna” and "hotpoint Vienna." — (AP) 

Youth vs. experience

VIENNA - 

When President Carter finally sat down Saturday for his first 
summit with the Russians, he faced some of the toughest and most 
experienced negotiators in the aging Kremlin leadership; 

The “blend' of the Soviet delegation here shows that the Rus- 
sians are prepared for serious bargaining on any issue that interests 
the Americans, such as the ground work for the next SALT agree- 
ment and troop reductions in Europe. 

It also means that if Carter was hoping to have a look at the next 
generation of Soviet leaders, he will be disappointed. 

All the youth and vigor will be on the U.S. side of the negotiating 
table, but the aging Russians have an unmatched depth of experience 
in summit meetings and arms talks. 

Carter jogged around the grounds of the U.S. embassy residence 
Friday morning. Brezhnev impressed observers simply by negotiat- 
ing the exit ramp of his aircraft without assistance. 

Though he is looking as fit and alert as he has in many months, 
Brezhnev, 72, is dearly an old man now. His attention span is limited. 

Diplomats who have met him say the Soviet president is no 
longer capable of the kind of dealing he engaged in at his last U.S. 
summit in 1974 with Gerald Ford in Vladivostok. 

But Brezhnev has now taken to sharing the work of negotiations 
with his top advisers, and the men he has brought with him to Vienna, 
although they too are old, are far from feeble. 

Andrei Gromyko, 69, foreign minister fof 22 years, is a cool and 
canny negotiator who has been involved in U.S. -Soviet summit meet- 
ings from their very start during World War IL 

Defense Minister Dmitri Ustinov, 70, has spent his life in the 
Soviet defense and space industries and was named to the politburo 
in 1976. 

Along with them are the two top Russian experts on SALT itself 
— Marshal Nikolai Ogakov and First Deputy Foreign Minister 
Georgy Komiyenko. 

These are the men, according to diplomatic sources, with whom 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was really dealing when he 
worked out the final points of the SALT accord in a series of meetings 
with Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin. 

Their presence here means the Russians are equipped to take 
part in detailed discussions on arms- limitation topics. 

In addition to Gromyko and Ustinov, Brezhnev has brought 
with him a fourth politburo member.Konstantin Cherneko, an intimate 
aide and fellow hockey fan who was named to the ruling body just 
seven months ago. 

Chernenko’s present led to some speculation that his star was 
rising as a possible successor to Brezhnev. But some knowledgeable 
diplomats discount the possibility, pointing out that Chernenko's 
entire career has been that of an aide, not a leader. 

At the summit meeting, Brezhnev may follow the procedures of 
other recent talks, reading a prepared statement and following it with 
some informal chat on unrelated topics. 

He has generally left the substance of negotiations to the men 
around him. 

According to diplomats from the nations involved in other 
recent summits, give-and-take bargaining is bandied by Gromyko 
and others, always deferring formally to Brezhnev, though the presi- 
dent takes little part. 

In his recent meeting with Yugoslav President Josip Broz Titoy 
when Brezhnev was in relatively good physical shape, he managed 
some statements without notes, according to Yugoslav sources. But 
when Tito responded with questions, Brezhnev turned to Gromyko 
for help. 

In Vienna, Soviet planners have gone to some lengths to m inim - 
ize occasions when the elderly Brezhnev might be observed walking 
or climbing steps. ^ WP) 
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Is Taraki’s rule crumbling?

WASHINGTON — 

The familie s of the two top officials of Afghanistan's increas- 
ingly beseiged regime have been secretly flown to the Soviet Union, 
apparently for safe-keeping, according to U.S. intelligence reports. 

Administration intelligence analysts see the sudden departure 
from Kabul by the entire families of President Nur Muhammad 
Taraki and his top aide, Hafizuliah Amin, in late May as the clearest \ 
sign yet that Tarakfs rule may be crumbling in front of a national 
rebellion against its policies. 

The intelligence reports portray a significant increase in the level 
of fighting in the Afghan countryside in recent weeks, and state that 
at least three Russian military’ advisers accompanying Afghan units 
have been killed in clashes. 

The reports are being studied intently by Soviet specialists at the 
State Department who are trying to judge the Kremlin's likely reac- 
tion to the escalation of fighting inside one of the Soviet Union' s most 
important client states on its border. 

The view of these specialists is that an aging and conservative 
Russian leadership is-not likely to become deeply involved in provid- 
ing direct military protection for Tarakfs year-old government, 
which overthrew President Muhammad Daoud in a military coup. 


The Russians now have about 2,000 military advisers ir^ 
Afgh a nis tan, but the extent of their direct involvement in the fighting 
is not dear to U.S. analysts. 

The insurgency is spearheaded by a group of 10,000 to 20,00C ( f 
Muslim rebels operating into Afghanistan out of refugee camps ir 
Pakistan. The government is reported to have lost control over a 
least two central provinces, but no large towns have yet fallen to the 
rebels. 

The rebellion has spread in recent weeks into previously unaf- 
fected towns and villages that are located along Afghanistan's north- 
ern borders, and which have no direct- contact with the guerrilla: 
operating in the southern and central regions, U.S. officiatfSaid. 

Air strikes have enabled government forces to hold major town: 
but often indiscriminate bombing and strafing are reportedly adding . 
to the popular resentment against the Kabul authorities. The Maoris 
government 1 s land reform programs and other attacks on the triba 
system of the countryside has stirred much of the opposition^tha 
feeds the rebellion. 

The Pakistan- based exile groups axe spirt into at least four majo " 
factions that range from monarchfats to ultra-leftists, U.S. official ' 
said. Analysts here say the rebels have no clear common politics 
objectives and that Tarakfs downfall would probably be followed hr 
a lengthy period of instability and maneuvering for power. — (WP) 


U.S. Congress’ interest in the Mideast

WASHINGTON — 

For the past six months the U.S. Congress has been getting a crash 
course on the Middle East — its politics, economics and military 
strength — from researchers at the Library of Congress. 

“This has been the busiest period for us since the week before the. 
1967 war,” Clyde Mark, Middle East analyst for the Congressional 
Research Service ( CRS) told “ Arab News" . The CRS answers Con- 
gressmen s queries on any subject in any country. 

“Right now the question we (in the Middle East group) have been 
getting is ‘how much will the Egyptian-Israeli peace accords cost 
us?’ **, Mark said. 

Topics change quickly. From raid- November to March the ques- 
tions concerned Iran. “Usually, though Israel or the Arab- Israeli 
conflict is the topic of most concern to Congress," Mark said. 

Mark, who has been with CRS since the Middle East division was 
started 12 years ago, says 80 percent of the queries they receive are 
on those topics. 

Mark believes Congressmen are getting smarter and more open to 
differing viewpoints. “In 1967 some of.the requests for information 
about Israel were, where is it, who runs it and why are they fighting? I 
haven’t had a request like that in five years" Mark said. 

The three rules for a researcher with the Congressional service are 
to be objective, non-partisan and meet a Congressman's deadline. 

Congressmen usually need a quick answer to a question. On Mkt 
die East matters Congress fa emotional and political, Mark said. “The 
Congressmen don't want a lot of description because they’ re already 
familiar with the area. 

“Other divisions of CRS , such as Africa, can do in-depth studies 
that may take six months because Congressmen are not as familiar 
with the area,” Mark said. 

The CRS employs 600 researchers and answers 300,000 requests 
for information from Congress each year. There are tirree research- 
ers in the Middle East group. 

“We may go a week without a request, or we may get 20 in a day,’’ 
Mark said. In a slack period they may work on reports such as a 
summation of the Egyptian-Israeli peace accords or issue briefing 
papers, such as a recent publication on defense in the Middle East. 

To be objective, CRS sometimes uses the exact wording to explain 
Israeli and Arab positions. “For example,” Mark explained, “If w* 
write ‘Israel believes Jerusalem fa its rightful territory,' then we 
would write, in giving the Arab position, ‘the Arabs believe 
Jerusalem is their rightful territory.' We would not use a different 
verb such as “claims or feels.” 

“Even if thq Congressman has slant in mind, it's our duty to give 
both sides," Mark said. The CRS fa fighting an uphill battle to 


objectivity to Congress’ collective mind on the Arab-Israeli conflict 
because, as Mark said, “It’s no secret that the Congress fa pro- 
Israel." 

For this very reason the CRS feels it is important to present issue; 
objectively so that Congressmen at least have the opportunity to 
leant how the other side feels. “ Whether or not they read both side 
of an issue, is up fo them,” Mark smd. “ ■ 

“I think we do a good job at objectivity,” he said. “We must make 
the arguments balanced, reasonable and rational.” - 
The sources for CRS 1 responses Include the vast book holdings or 
the Library, over 200 periodicals and newspapers, newsletters, prop 
aganda and the news.tickers of the United Press International ant- 
Foreign Broadcast Information Service. 

“We don’t have a corner on the information market,” Mark said ■ 
“but we probably get too much information,” 

The CRS uses no classified information in preparing its reports o . 
responses to information requests. “If a Congressman wants das . 
sified information, we tell him to go directly to the source for it,’ 
Mark said. 

“Congressmen shouldn’t believe everything they read,” be said 
“An article in a newspaper may give one side of the story. We ca 
give the other side." 

A news story that always prompts at least one Congressman 
query CRS is a report on the Saudi royal family."The smallest item 
the paper will prompt a question,” Mark said. “ There’ s fascmatioM 
with the royal famfly.” B

Voyage of the new Vikings

LONDON — A 15-raeter 
replica of a Vildng Ioogship set sail 
from Trondheim in Norway last 
month on a 1,500 mile voyage to 
mark the Manx Millenium — 
1,000 years of continuous par- 
liamentary government on the Isle 
of Mas, about 30 miles off the 
British mainland. 

The project is the idea of 38- 
year-old Robin Bigland, who runs 
an insurance company on the 
island and is of Norwegian des- 
cent He is bubbling over with 
enthusiasm for the way the long- 
sfiip, called “Odin’s Raven,” per- 
formed during her sea trials off the 
Norwegian coast. 

“Under sail she is superb,” he 
said before the voyage began. “It’s 
obvious the Vikings knew a thing 
or two about boat-bufldmg. But 
then yon have to remember that 
our boat is based on longships 
produced at the zenith of the Vik- 
ing age — after 1,000 years of 
development by a seafaring nation 
and a boat-building people. The 
huS efficiency is fantastic. We did 
a measured mile at 11 knots and 
running before a steady force five 
wind we probably touched 14 
knots. She’s like a little swan. 

Swan or raven, the longship will 
need to keep moving quickly to 
complete her voyage by July 4, 
the dav she is scheduled to sail into 

Peel on the Isle of Man. The 1^00 
rniV trip includes visits to the Sbet- 


lands, the Orkneys, and Skye. 

The first leg, from Trondheim 
to Lerwick in die Shetiands, is the 
longest and will probably mean 
that the 16 crew — 11 from the 
Isle of Man and five Norwegians 
— will spend a gruelling seven 
days exposed to all the elements. 
like, a real Vi king longship, 
“Odin's Raven” has no covered 
quarters. 

But Bigland's crew — he has 
been elected chieftain — should 
be well prepared. They are 
experienced yachtsmen, with an 
average age of 34, and they have 
been building up fitness and 
stamina under a training program 
devised by the Royal Marines and 
Canadian Air Force. 

On the journey they will live on 
a Viking diet of dried reindeer 
meat, oatcakes, fresh vegetables, 
milk and hooey. 

But the chieftain has no illu- 
sions about the voyage being all 
milk and honey. “Let’s also say 
that she is a very particular lady, 
and there’s a high price to pay for 
her performance,” he says. “She 
needs very careful handling and a 
good deal of skill when the wind is 
behind. She can get ahead of her- 
self and there's a tendency to 
broach downwind. On an 
extended voyage she will require a 
vast amount of concentration and 
we shall need to change watches 
frequently. 

“We haven’t found her Kmits 
yet — and we hope we never will.” 
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What the crew are certain to 
find is an enthusiastic welcome at 
the various ports of call on the 
voyage, because “Odin’s Raven” 
is a sleek and stately craft, with a 
ferocious-looking figurehead and 
the symbol of the Manx Millenium 
on her huge square sail. When the 
wind dies the crew will take to her 
oars, six a side, and only when 
coming into harbor will they resort 
to the standby 20hp engine. 

The whole point of the connec- 
tion withNorway is that the island 
was ruled for 400 years by Norse- 
men and it was they who estab- 
lished the Manx parliamentary 
system 1,000 years ago. That’s 
why the boat was built in Norway 
and has some Norwegian crew- 
men. 

Much of the £75,000 cost of the 
project was met by public sub- 
scriptions in both Norway and the 
Isle of Man, backed by a £20,000 
contribution from the Manx gov- 
emmet. 

If s an imagina tive venture, but 
one that is not without its dangers. 
The open boat has only 50 cen- 
timeters of freeboard and just 2Vi 
centimeters of oak planking will 
seperate the crewmen from the 
ever- icy waters of the North Sea. 

On the trip to Lerwick and tire 
passage around Cape Wrath on 
the way to the Hebrides, “Odin's 
Raven” will navigate some of the 
most inhospitable waters of 
northern Europe. She will need all 
the fair winds am" good wishes she 
can gather on the way.— (OFNS) 


“Market, Mosque and Mafrftg; Social inequality ip 
a Yemeni Town,*’ by Thomas Gerhohn. University 
of Stockholm, 1977. $ 8.

SANAA — Thomas Gerbolm is a member of the 
department of social anthropology in the University 
of Stockholm, and this book is the result of field- 
work carried out in Yemen between January 1974 
and July 1975. 

He was involved in a project “designed to study 
the relationship between occupation and cultural 
identity in various non-European settings.” Yemen 
presented many problems because the population, 
with its deep-rooted traditions, is homogeneous, 
especially in the very tribal areas. 

Manakha, the regional center of Haraz, seemed 
to be the best place for his research, being the 
halfway house between Sanaa and the coast. Where 
the two main religious sects — the Shafi and the 
Zaydi — are almost equally represented. Added to 
this is a pilgrimage center for the Ismaili sects and 
once had a Jewish community, which departed in 
1948. 

The Haraz is no longer a strong tribal area, unlike 
the north and east of Yemen, and Manakha has a 
long tradition of commerce and agriculture. The 
Ottoman road passed through the town and there 
was a large Turkish garrison there during the sec- 
ond Ottoman occupation (1872-1918). Since the 
Chinese road was built in the 1960s, bypassing 
Manakha, it has declined commercially, but the 
populace has adapted itself to benefit from the 
improved communications with the rest of Yemen. 

Gerholm points out the inadequacies of his 
research: his Arabic was not good, he had little 
contact with the women and he never entered the 
mosque. 'He gives a brief history of Manakha and 
illustrates and follows through with his theme of 
social inequality. At the end there are notes, a good 
glossary and bibliography. 

Tins is an excellent handbook for the specialist, 
but more important an ideal guide for the tourist 


who wants co know more about the people. 

Brood outlines are given of typical Yemeni fife 
and then related to Manakha. These outlines are 
very useful. Gerbolm explains the occupations, the 
social divisions and the country’s organization. 

So many questions are answered: for example, 
why do you see so many people hanging around the 
souks chatting to one another and doing nothing? 
The reason is that these people are tribals who 
consider it dishonorable to enter into commerce. 
The commercial people are a rung below them on 
the social ladder. They will not even sell their 
agricultural products in the souk; a middleman is 
employed to do this for them. 

Gerholm gives a good account of the etiquette of 
qat-cbewing sessions in the Mafrag. He explains the 
division of land, the sharecropping systems, local 
government and how religion involves and affects 
the people. In the main his language is simple, 
excepting his anthropological citations. There axe 
several quotes in German and French, bnt these are 
not essential for the comprehension of the baric 
book. 

This is the only book mi Yemen I have read in 
English which is packed with valuable information 
on the daily life of the average Yemeni. It is the sort 
of information that many foreigners living in 
Yemen can never acquire unless they have a fairly 
good knowledge of Arabic and die opportunity to 
meet villagers and townspeople outside Sanaa. It 
gives a valuable insight into what goes on inside 
these fortress^ike skyscrapers. 

Most people travel through Manakha on a visit to 
the country arid Gerholm’ s lively experience adds ■ 
much more when taking a quick look at this moun- 
tain town. There is a comprehensive sketchmap of 
the town and the area, too. 

Already some of his information is outdated with 
regard to politics and payscales, but this is immater- 
ial. The baric society is little changed. “Market, 
Mosque and Mafragf’ is strongly recommended to 
all those who would like to know more about 
Yemen.

World horrified 
over Malaysian 
refugee policies 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 16 
( R) — Alarmed Western diploma- 
tic envoys and the United Nations 
Saturday pressed Malaysia to 
reconsider or clarify its new tough 
policy of expelling more than 
70,000 Vietnamese refugees 
crammed in coastal camps and of 
shooting on sight any others enter- 
ing Malaysian waters. 

The Malaysians were caught in 
the eye of an international storm 
over the sweeping new policy, 
enunciated Friday by the deputy 
prime minister, Datuk Mahathir 
Muhammad. His words immedi- 
ately provoked a chorus of worl- 
dwide protest. 

Mahathir said the refugees now 
in camps would be towed out into 
international waters in boats pro- 
vided by the government, which 
would also seek parliament’s 
approval soon for" shoot on sight” 
legislation to deter new arrivals.

ENI tb get 
Saudi oil 


ROME, June 16 (AP) — Saudi 
Arabia will supply Italy directly 
with 2.5 million tons of oil this 
year and 5 million tons in each of 
the next two years, the state 
energy group Ente Nazionale 
Idrocarburi (ENI) announced 
Saturday. 

The oil is in addition to what is 
imported to Italy from Saudi 
Arabia by the major oil com- 
panies. 

ENI said the agreement, 
reached in the past few days, will 
allow the country for the first time 
to meet its petroleum needs with 
direct imports from the major oil 
producing country. 

Premier Giuiio Andreotti dis- 
closed the agreement to his 
cabinet Saturday morning. 


Ministry this morning was the Far 
East representative of the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Rajagopalam Sampat- 
kumar. 

Sampatkumar told reporters 
after seeing Under- Secretary 
Abdul Zawawi that he had urged 
the government to reconsider the 
harsh measures. 

Australian, United States and 
other Western diplomatic mis- 
sions in Kuala Lumpur also sought 
clarification. 

Earlier, in Washington, State 
Department spokesman Tom 
Reston indicated disbelief, and said 
the United States would deplore 
any moves which would lead to the 
loss of thousands of innocent lives. 

The announced measures 
would be inconsistent with 
Malaysia's previous humanitarian 
record. 

He also said the United States 
was seeking clarification of 
Indonesia's closing of its doors to 
refugees, disclosed earlier this 
week. 

Mahathir said Saturday the first 
Vietnamese to leave would be 
those on Bidong Island, about 25 
kilometers off the state of Treng- 
ganu, which is crammed with 
40,000 boat people in an area of 
less than one square kilometer. 

But he declined to elaborate on 
the new policy. 

After opening a political meet- 
ing in Selangor State Saturday be 
told reporters that he had already 
spelt out in full what the govern- 
ment intended to do. 

Malaysia announced Friday 
that it had stationed patrol vessels 
in the South China Sea to block 
the entry of further refugees. 

Horae Minister Tan Sri Ghazali 
Shafie said if Vietnam were 
neighborly and friendly it would 
not dump its refugees as rubbish 
on Malaysia's doorstep.

John Wayne is buried 


NEWPORT BEACH, Califor- 
nia, June 16 - (R) — Actor John 
Wayne was buried on a hill over- 
looking the Pacific in a quiet 
ceremony attended only by his 
family at dawn Friday, a family 
spokesman said. 

The burial of the film star, who 
died aged 72 on Monday after a 
15-year-battle with cancer, was 
not announced until afterward to 
keep away crowds. 

The funeral began with a mass 
at the Roman Catholic Church, 
close to Wayne's home in New- 
port Beach overlooking the 
Pacific coast just south of Los 
Angeles. 

Wayne, the star of more than 
200 films, was converted to 
Catholicism on his deathbed and 
was given the last rites shortly 
before be died. 

His seven children and his 21 
grandchildren attended the early 
morning service and the burial at 
Pacific View Cemetery. The actor 
was separated from his third wife.

Pilar, a former Peruvian airline 
stewardess, who also attended the 
funeral, a family spokesman said. 

Wayne’s children were deter- 
mined to avoid crowds at their 
father’s burial and had decided 
there would be no announcement 
until afterward to ensure it took 
place with dignity. 

“ Dad hated funerals and liked 
to remember old friends as they 
were," Wayne's eldest son, 
Michael, said. “ He went to the 
funerals of only his closest fiiends 
and preferred to talk with the 
families of the dead about good 
times shared. ” 

Wayne had a cancerous part of 
his left lung removed in 1964, 
underwent open heart surgery 14 
months ago anc^iad his stomach 
and gall bladder removed last 
January because of cancer. 

He returned to a Los Angeles 
hospital on May 1 to have an intes- 
tinal blockage removed and 
cancer was found in his intestines. 
He died without leaving the hospi- 
tal 


NEW DELHI, June 16 ( AP) — 
Reports from Kabul indicate rebel 
forces are placing mounting pres- 
sure on the pro-Soviet govern- 
ment of President Nur Muham- 
mad Taraki. 

“The situation in Afgh a n ista n 
has definitely deteriorated in the 
past month,” a Western diploma- 
tic source said Saturday. “Some 
diplomats in Kabul feel the regime 
has only a few weeks to survive." 

Asian and Western sources 
reported that the wives of Taraki 
and Premier Hafizullah Amin 
have been evacuated to Moscow. 


Taraki s Khalq Party still has 
control of towns, the sources said, 
but more and more of the rugged 
Afghan countryside, ideal for 
guerrilla warfare, has been falling 
to the rebels who range from rival 
Marxists to rightwing religious 
leaders and tribesmen. 

The Afghan crisis, aggravated 
.by two army mutinies in March 
and April, has dearly disturbed 
Kabul s Soviet allies, as reflected 
in recent Kremlin statements and 
increased shipments of Soviet 
military equipment. 

“We will not leave our friend in 


need," President Leonid Brezh- 
nev, referring to Afghanistan, said 
at a Kremlin dinner for visiting 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai last 
week. 

Premier Alexei Kosygin was 
quoted by Indian journalists as 
saying the Soviet Union would 
protect the year-old government 
in Kabul “whatever happens." 

In recent months, Moscow has 
echoed claims by Kabul that 
Afghan rebels crossing the moun- 
tainous but porous eastern border 
are receiving more than 
humanitarian aid from the Pakis- 


tanis . An estimated 100,000 
Afghan refugees are in Pakistan. 

The suspicion that the 
insurgents are receiving ammuni- 
tion, new arms and training at 
Pakistani bases, is shared by the 
Indian government. Pakistan 
repeatedly has denied the charge. 

Desai permitted Moscow a 
small but pointed diplomatic vic- 
tory when he agreed to a warning 
against interference in Afghanis- 
tan, apparently aimed at Pakistan, 
to be included in the joint com- 
munique issued on his departure 
Wednesday. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 
(Agencies) — A joint committee 
of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives approved a $2 billion 
defense money bill Friday direct- 
ing President Carter to develop a 
new hidden nuclear missile system 
unless he can prove a 32- 
kjflometer trench system is better. 

In a compromise, the commit- 
tee agreed Carter may develop 
eith er version of the MX or mobile 
missile, bat if he chooses the 
trench system he most justify the 
decision to Congress. 

“We didn't agree to give them a 
mandate,” said Senator John 
S tennis (D. — Mississippi.) chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. “In my my opinion it 
is an executive responsibility (to 
choose the system)." 

The bill goes to the Senate and 
then the House of Representa- 
tives for final Congressional 
action. 

Carter ordered the Defense 
Department last week to begin 
full-scale development of the MX 
missile as the next generation of 
intercontinental ballastic missile, 
but he delayed an announcement 
ou its launching system. 

Top Pentagon officials indi- 
cated at briefings that Carter 
favors a system under which the 
MX missile would be shuttled up 
and down 32-kilometer trenches 
so the Russians could not find and 
destroy them. 

The Congressional bill directs 
Carter to develop the multiple 
protective structure or “shell 
game” system, under which 200 
real MX missiles and more titan i 
4,000 dummies would be moved 
from silo to underground silo. The 
idea is the Russians would never 
know which missiles were real. 

Rhodesia 

WASHINGTON, June 16 (R) 
— The Honse of Representatives 
Foreign Affairs Committee voted 
unanimously Thursday to allow 
President Carter to determine 
whether sanctions against Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia should be lifted. 

The committee approved a bill 
designed to win the broadest poss- 
ible support in the full house and 
deflect expected efforts to compel 
the president to lift them. 

The bill would require Carter to 
end sanctions by October 15. 

But it provides that he could 
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Continue them if he found it to be 
in the United States' nation^ 
interest. 

The Senate voted on Tuesday to 
keep a provision in a military pro 
curement bill compelling the pres- - 
ident to lift sanctions by the end of 
June or when the bill becomes law. 

The sanctions issue will come to 
the house floor during final con- 
sideration of this bill and during 

debate on other measures to which 

supporters of the Salisbury gov- 
ernment intend to attach 
san ctions- lifting amendments. 

Senator probed 
about reported 
Pretoria funding 

WASHINGTON, June 16 <AP) 

— FBI agents intemewd Sen. SJ. 
Hayakawa last week about press 
reports that South African gov- 
ernment money may have gone 
into his campaign, tire senator’s 
office said Friday. 

A spokeswoman for the . 
California Republican said 
Hayakawa told the agents he - 
knew of no contributions from 
South Africa or from any foreign ; 
national to his 1977 Senate race. ' 

Hayakawa is the second senator 
to acknowledge being interviewed 
by the FBI about possible Pretoria 
funding of their races. Sen. Roger 
Jepsen, an Iowa Republican, 
announced last week he Had been 
interviewed by two FBI agents. 

There have been reports in 
South African newspapers, that 
Pretoria may have fmraeled 
money into U.S. Senate rao» in 
order to help defeat senators who 
opposed South Africa’s facial 
polices. 

The reports specifically men- 
tioned involving Hayakawa, who 
defeated Sen- John T money, and 
Jepsen, who defeated Sen. Dick 
Clark. 

The spokesman said die FBI 
agents told Hayakawa their inves- 
tigation was "totally based ion 
newspaper accounts.” She said 
Hayakawa told the agents he and 
his campaign officials knew it was 
illegal to accept campaign con- 
tributions from foreign nationals 
and had checked contributions as 
they came in to make certain that 
all contributors were UJ5. citizens. 
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
